Selectmen do not support 
two citizens’ petitions on the 
Annual Town Meeting war- 
rant, saying that they are re- 
dundant to state law. 

The board voted unani- 
mously Monday not to rec- 
ommend the two petitions to 
voters who will have the final 
say April 28. 

One of the articles seeks to 
create a bylaw that would 
eliminate patronage, which is 
usually described as a conflict 
of interest special privilege or 
financial aid; however the 
article is centered on the se- 
lectmen and their friends 
and family in an attempt to 
keep them from “pressuring 
or influencing” for public 
jobs. 

The second article also fo- 
cuses on selectmen, asking 
for another bylaw to require 
board members to disclose 
any monies or gift they re- 
ceive in excess of $50. 

While citizens’ petitions 
will appear on the Annual 
Town Meeting warrant with 
or without town officials’ sup- 
port, the selectmen still took 
both articles to vote - and op- 
posed each one. 

“We have state statutes for 
this,” said selectman Martha 
Gjesteby, calling the petitions 
“redundant.”

Both war- 
rants were defaults issued by Quin- 
cy District Court - one warrant was 
for Possession of Class B drugs, re- 
sisting arrest, and conspiracy to vio- 
late the drug laws, while the second 
warrant was for Larceny over $250. 
Earner was taken to Cohasset Police 
headquarters, where he was held 
without bail until Tuesday; he may be 
summonsed to Quincy District, Court 
when the police investigation is com- 
plete. Police are urging residents to 
call the police immediately if they no- 
tice a suspicious person. 

Dinner rolls stolen 
from restaurant 

The owner of a restaurant on Rip- 
ley Road reported a larceny to police 
on Friday, April 4. A full shipment of 
dinner rolls was allegedly taken some- 
time between 7 a.m. and 1:30 p.m. 
that day. The owner of the business 
explained that she routinely receives 
a shipment of rolls on Fridays and 
they were gone from the area of the 
rear of the establishment The rolls, 
all 144 of them, were valued at ap- 
proximately $25. The restaurant staff 
canvassed the neighborhood for the 
missing bread but found neither the 
rolls nor any suspects. Police quipped 
that it’s unclear at this point if this 
theft is in any way connected to the 
shrimp heist at Shaw’s Market a few 
weeks ago. 

Man summonsed for 
driving without a 
license 

A 34-year-old man is being sum- 
monsed to Quincy District Court for 
operating a motor vehicle without a 
driver’s license and speeding. Police

Police called after

The mother asked officers to respond 
to her home to speak to her son 
about obeying his mother while the 
father was on a business trip out of 
state. Officers spoke to the boy and 
peace was restored. 

Police launch new 
app to better connect 
with community 

The Cohasset Police Department 
has found a new way to communicate 
with and inform residents of their 
town. This week, the department 
began using the “My Police Depart- 
ment” or “MyPD” phone application 
as a means to provide notifications 
and information to citizens regarding 
events, crimes, and wanted persons. 

MyPD is an app that can be down- 
loaded free through illines or Google 
Play. With it, citizens have access to 
a number of features, including cer- 
tain department contacts, feedback 
functions, and tip forms. Users can 
also access information from FEMA, 
the National Weather Service and the 
Massachusetts Sex Offender Reg- 
istry, and much more, according to 
Cohasset Police. 

“Our MyPD app is a great addition 
to the agency and goes directly toward 
my goal making the department 
more accessible to residents via the 
Internet and through the use of tech- 
nology” said Acting Chief of Police 
William Quigley. “We can push out 
notifications and alerts to the public 
via Twitter and the public has a vari- 
ety of ways to contact us and give us 
feedback easily from a smartphone or 
tablet.” 

Quigley said that while calling 9-1- 
1 continues to be the appropriate 
method to report emergency situa- 
tions and request a response from the 
police department, the app will pro- 
vide people with email addresses for 
certain department personnel and 
provide yet another avenue to inter- 
act with the department in non-crit- 
ical situations. 

The MyPD app is compatible with 
both Apple and Android smart 
phones.

In response to a Cohasset man’s 
heroin overdose in Brockton last 
month, a recent arrest of a Brock- 
ton man for heroin possession in 
Cohasset, and a heroin overdose in 
town two weeks ago, Cohasset po- 
lice are coming up with new ways to 
fight the war on drugs. 

All Cohasset police cruisers are 
now equipped with Narcan, an in- 
halant that reverses the effects of a 
drug overdose. 

“The fact that we’re carrying Nar- 
can is an unfortunate sign of the 
times,” said Acting Police Chief 
William Quigley. “But it adds to the 
life-saving equipment we carry in 
the cruiser, including oxygen, AEDs 
and tourniquets.” 

Cohasset fire department para- 
medics used Narcan successfully 
last week, reviving a woman who 
overdosed using heroin. The police 
and fire department are working in 
tandem to address this, Officer Paul 
Wilson said. 

“Depending on who gets there 
first, we’ll be able to help people 
with this unfortunate problem.” 

Wilson said that soon, all of the 
officers will be trained to distribute 
Narcan. “It’s a problem that unfor- 
tunately is growing, and we’re going 
to see more in Cohasset,” said Wil- 
son. “It’s going to be standard train- 
ing in the police department start- 
ing next year. All our officers have 
been trained to use it, so we’re 
ready to go.” 

Wilson added, “Hopefully, we 
won’t have to use it.” 

The Acting Chief, along with Det. 
Lt. Gregory Lennon, recently up- 
dated selectmen on how the public 
safety team is dealing with the 
overdose problem. 

Not only is prescription drug 
abuse “the nation’s fastest growing 
drug problem,” Lennon said, “it’s a 
significant threat to Cohasset, and 
leads to heroin abuse. People build 
up a tolerance and as time goes on, 
they need more and more.” 

Lennon explained that most drug 
abuse cases start at home - and pre- 
scription drugs are the gateway to 
harsher substances. Often, teens 
are the ones raiding their parents’ 
medicine cabinets, Lennon said. 
“Young adults often steal their sup- 
plies from their families.” 

The police department has a pre- 
scription drug take-back kiosk in the 
lobby of the police station and en- 
courages people to clean out medi- 
cine cabinets on a regular basis, 
and throw out any unused or expired 
medications. 

“If you no longer need it, it’s a good 
option to get it out of the house,” said 
Lennon. 

Saving lives 

In addition to Narcan, officers

are also carrying new automated ex- 
ternal defibrillators (AEDs). The 
new medical kits are easier to use 
than the ones the department used 
to carry, said Wilson, and can save 
lives faster. 

“They’re quicker to set up, quick- 
er to use and fully automated to 
make a quicker transition to actually 
use them,” he said. “Before had to 
open up the pads, attach them to the 
machine and press analyze. Now, the 
pads are already hooked up, so we 
just have to open the case, put the 
pads on the patient, and the ma- 
chine [works] automatically. It’s 
going to save time.” 

The new AEDs are also compati- 
ble with the latest CPR guidelines 
and also has a metronome letting the 
administrator know “exactly how 
long to do compressions,” said Wil- 
son. 

The kits cost $7,300, half of which 
was obtained through an Execu-

tive Office of Public Safety and Se- 
curity grant, and the town paid the 
other half, Quigley said. The de- 
partment went from having four 
AEDs on hand to 10. 

Wilson said that there is now an 
AED in the police department’s lob- 
by, “so if someone comes in having 
a cardiac issue, we’re able to help 
them.”

Cracking down 
on distracted 
drivers 



Massachusetts state and local police departments will 
voluntarily join a nationwide high-visibility enforcement 
blitz in a concerted effort to raise awareness about the 
dangers of distracted driving. Law enforcement personnel 
across the United States will be cracking down on mo- 
torists who text and drive April 10-15. 

Types of distractions include: texting, using a cellphone, 
eating and drinking, grooming, reading, using a naviga- 
tion system, watching a video and adjusting a radio, CD or 
other audio players. Text messaging is by far the most dan- 
gerous activity because it diverts the driver’s visual, manu- 
al and cognitive attention away from the road. 

According to the latest data from the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration (NHTSA), nationwide in 
2012, more than 3,328 people were killed in crashes in- 
volving distracted drivers, and approximately 421,000 
people were injured. 

Massachusetts law makes it illegal for any operator of a 
motor vehicle to use a mobile telephone, or any handheld 
device capable of accessing the internet, to manually com- 
pose, send or read an electronic message while operating a 
motor vehicle. Fines start at $100 and can be as high as 
$500 for subsequent offenses. Drivers under the age of 
eighteen are also subject to license or permit suspension 
for up to one year. 

“All motorists need to know that Massachusetts is seri- 
ous about stopping this deadly behavior. Driving and tex- 
ting has reached epidemic levels, and enforcing the law is 
part of the cure,” said Massachusetts State Police Superin- 
tendent, Colonel Timothy Alben.

Garrett Bradley 
joined his colleagues in the 
Massachusetts House of 
Representatives on Wednes- 
day, April 2, to pass legisla- 
tion that increases the bene- 
fits for families of public 
j safety employees killed in 
' the line of duty from 
$100,000 to $150,000. 

“These are the heroes who 



protect our neighborhoods 
and communities every day” 
Bradley said. “Our families 
are kept safe because of the 
dedication of individuals like 
Ed Walsh, Michael Kennedy 
and Greg Maloney. I thank 
the Speaker and my col- 
leagues in the House for com- 
ing together as a body and 
passing this unanimously.” 
This change represents 
the first increase in the ben- 
efit since 1994. It will 
retroactively apply to the 



families of Lieutenant Ed- 
ward Walsh and Firefighter 
Michael Kennedy who were 
killed while fighting a fire 
on Beacon Street, and Ply- 
mouth Police Officer Gregg 
Maloney who was killed in 
the line of duty on April 1, 
*2014. These funds are in- 
cluded in a supplemental 
budget. 

“Every day, I am awed and 
grateful for the sacrifices 
firefighters, police and their 
families make for us,” House 



Speaker Robert A. DeLeo 
said. “As we pray for those 
who perished, their families 
and the first responders 
they served with, we must 
ensure the families of these 
courageous individuals re- 
ceive the support they so 
rightly deserve. I’m proud 
we were able to pass this in- 
crease and pledge to honor 
their memory through our 
work on Beacon Hill.” 

The legislation passed the 
House 146-0.

In advance of the annual 
Ship Shape Day in Scituate, 
which is also coordinated with 
Marshfield’s Clean Up Day, it 
is a good time to wake from 
the long winter’s nap mid as- 
sess what has been blown 
around. 

Why do we need a ship 
shape day anyway? Setting 
aside a day for picking up 
trash seems to make it okay 
for others to let trash flow for 
another 364 days, since some 
kind, energetic, civic minded 
neighbor will collect it all any- 
way. 

Why can’t folks just find a 
receptacle for the bottles and 
cans? Why can’t boaters tuck 
away their trash and hold onto 
their mesh traps during the 
recreation season, and during 
the year round fishing indus- 
try? 

Walkers, joggers and run- 
ners I know already scoop up 
the omniscient water bottle, 
plastic nip and rescue the free 
flying plastic bags that perch 
on the bare winter branches. 

(I see why some towns in 
Massachusetts have banned 
plastic bags all together con- 
sidering their ambition to fly, 
so we can all carry a sturdy 
reusable, with a green mes- 
sage, denim bag). 

But Ship Shape Day is a rite 
of spring I suppose, and a little 
earlier this year, coming a few 
weeks alter the St Patrick’s 
Day Parade, which encourages 
the tossing of trash (disguised 
as candy) at bystanders, along 
with the acceptance of dis- 
persing various bottles, which 
were publicly consumed. 

Shaping up a town or open 
space is essential for any com- 
munity. One version of ship 
shape day sees upwards of 100 
people or more gathering 
green bags from the Beautifi- 
cation Commission in an ef- 
fort to collect trash, pick up 
bottles strewn from the back 
of trucks, fighting brambles to 
get cans out from under the 
autumn leaves and removing 
debris floating in from the sea 
and resting on the beach. 

Another version of ship 
shape occurs in a conservation 
commission area diagonal 
from the police station. There, 
at William Teak Sherman 
Park, named for this land 
steward of the environment, I

report another effort to beau- 
tify a part of the town. No 
plastic bags are needed and 
many giving hands seem to 
make the work lighter. At 
Teak, as it is called, more than 
30 people gathered this recent 
sunny Sunday to cut away fall- 
en limbs, unearth 5-year-old 
compost, replace a fence post, 
cut back briars, rake away the 
weeds, turn the soil, stack 
wood, clean the shed, bring 
out the table and benches and 
even sow a few hardy pea 
seeds. Teak is a community 
farm garden with about 30, 10 
X 10-foot plots, where each 
gardener is asked to donate a 
portion of their organically 
grown produce to the Scituate 
food pantry. Inexpensive, lo- 
cally grown, organic produce 
can help those who do not 
make it to Whole Foods. Here, 
as in any backyard, someone 
growing with sustainable, 
healthy means can have access 
to good food. 

On this recent day, it was 
plot holders and friends from 
the Unitarian church giving of 
their time and standing, 
crouching and reaching be- 
hind a church principal of car- 
ing for the environment. Yes, 
many of these tree huggers 
thought it beneficial to kindly 
donate at Teak, in lieu of sit- 
ting in service. 

This spring awakening, not 
quite an uprising, also drew 
folks from Hull to see the ef- 
fort as they are trying to start 
their own community garden. 
I also know of folks working at 
“God’s Garden” in Pembroke 
with a similar mission of 
growing fresh, organic food 
for that town’s food pantry — 
different church, same ser- 
mon. 

There will always be trash to 
collect, bags to reuse, bottles to 
recycle and compost happen- 
ing so as to enrich a growing 
space and shape a more per- 
fect tomato. Giving attention 
to any of these tasks keeps our 
community together and 
dean, while not giving up the 
ship.

hosting weddings. 

“It’s probably one of the 
most attractive wedding 
venues I’ve seen in New 
England, and I’ve been to 
quite a few,” said Cowden, 
who comes to the inn with 
30 years’ experience in the 
hospitality business, in- 
cluding his time as 
innkeeper at Longfellow’s 
Wayside Inn in Sudbury, 
GM of the Old Sandwich 
Golf Club in Plymouth, 
and Vice President and 
GM of the Jared Coffin 
House in Nantucket. 

“I’ve had the good for- 
tune of operating some of 
New England's most rec- 
ognized inns,” Red Lion’s 
new GM said. He also 
serves on the Massachu- 
setts Restaurant Associa- 
tion. 

While weddings will re- 
main a major focus - 
“Weddings book a year or 
two out, and this year 
promises to be the busiest 
wedding season yet,” said 
Cowden - the new man- 
agement team hopes to ex- 
pand the business to in- 
clude other functions, 
such as wine or bourbon 
dinners, American craft 
beer and food tastings, 
private chef dinners and 
parties, from anniversaries 



to bridal showers. 

“We’ve got the facilities 
for it,” Cowden shared re- 
cently while giving a tour 
of the inn. “There’s no rea- 
son we couldn’t do it. 
There’s so much potential 
throughout and so much 
space not being utilized.” 

Cowden said that once 
it’s warm enough, the out- 
side patio will come into 
play, with heat lamps and 
fans available if guests are 
cold or hot. Soon coy fish 
will be swimming in the 
outdoor pond. 

The manager also has 
high hopes for the base- 
ment space known as “The 
Cave,” which has served as 
a jazz club, comedy club 
and European disco in the 
past.

Ordelheide splits his time 
between Cohasset and 
France, and Bretana is 
trained in classic French 
cuisine), Cowden is all for 
switching things up - and 
getting a little more “down 
home.” 

"You’ll see more seafood 
on the menu,” the manag- 
er said. “Lobster rolls and 
fish and chips that satisfy 
a bigger group of people 
who will be able to enjoy 
those local staples. 

“It’s a return to what’s 
traditional.” 

Cowden also promises 
improved service and a 
more quality experience. 
Cowden said he was aware 
that the inn has had some 
past issues, particularly 
with the need for a police 
presence at wedding cere- 
monies, but he feels much 
of the historic problems 
are “easy fixes.” 

The GM said that he 
brings a “professional atti- 
tude and good business 
practices” to his new posi- 
tion, as well as a “commu- 



nity-friendly” approach. 

“I’m sensitive to the fact 
that we are in a commer- 
cial district area, but we 
do have neighbors,” said 
Cowden, comparing the 
Red Lion’s location to Cof- 
fin House, which is also 
situated downtown.

“It’s a matter of being on 
top of the service and 
products we offer,” Cow- 
den said. “It makes it easi- 
er if you surround yourself 
with good people.” 

With his new team in 
place, Cowden is set to 
take the upcoming busy 
summer season by storm - 
and to boost the inn’s pro- 
file well into the future.

BENEFITS FOR FALLEN FIREFIGHTERS AND POLICE OFFICERS (H 4028) 

House 149-0, Senate 39-0, approved and sent to Gov. Deval Patrick a bill increasing the benefits for families of public safety employees killed in the line of duty from $100,000 to $150,000. 
This change applies retroactively to the families of Firefighter Michael Kennedy and Lt Edward Walsh, who were killed on March 26 while fighting a fire in Boston’s Back Bay, and Plymouth Po- 
lice Officer Gregg Maloney, who died in the line of duty on April 1. Supporters said it is time to increase this benefit, which has not been raised since 1994. They argued this should be approved 
quickly in honor and memory of these fallen heroes, who made the ultimate sacrifice. (A “Yes” vote is for the bill.) 

INCREASE MINIMUM WAGE (H 8988) 

House 125-24, approved a bill hiking the current $8 per hour minimum wage by $2.50 over the next three years, beginning on July 1, 2014, to $10.50 per hour. Another provision raises the min- 
imum hourly wage of waiters, waitresses and other tipped employees from $2.63 to $3.75. The measure also makes changes in the state's unemployment insurance system and provides some pro- 
tections for domestic workers.

WAGE VIOLATIONS (H8988) 

House 29-121, rejected an amendment that would repeal a 2008 law which requires employers who are convicted of not paying wages to an employee in a timely fashion to pay him or her triple 
the amount of money owed. The 2008 law was passed in response to a 2005 court ruling that left the amount of the award to the discretion of the judge. Amendment supporters said that the 2008 
law goes too far and takes away all discretion from judges despite the circumstances of the case. They argued that the law should be flexible because employers who make an honest error should not 
be required to pay triple damages.

TAX CREDIT FOR HOMEOWNERS ( H 2627) - The House gave initial approval, on a voice vote without debate, to a bill making more homeowners eligible for a tax credit equal to the amount 
by which the taxpayer's real estate tax payment or the rent constituting real estate tax payment on the person's primary residence exceeds 10 per cent of the taxpayer’s total income. 

The home cannot be assessed at more than $600,000 and the maximum credit is $750. In order to qualify, a taxpayer’s total income cannot exceed $40,000 for an individual and $60,000 for 
a couple.

About Articles 28 and 29 

The following informational summaries describe 
the two citizens’ petitioned articles on the Town Meet- 
ing warrant: 

Article 28: 

“In addition to and consistent with state law, patronage 
is not a tolerated practice in Cohasset. Members of the 
Board of Selectmen, their spouses, or partners are pro- 
hibited from pressuring, influencing or taking any other 
action in an effort to secure non-competitive govern- 
ment contracts to friends or relatives or to hire friends 
or relatives.” 

The purpose of this article is to provide additional trans- 
parency and integrity from our elected leaders before 
there is a problem by affirmatively stating that patron- 
age is not a tolerated practice in Cohasset. By amending 
this by-law, Cohasset 's Board of Selectmen, would no 
longer be allowed to participate in acts of patronage. All 
public jobs should be advertised, open to the general 
public, and include a transparent selection process ab- 
sent of political influence. 

Article 29: 

"In addition to and consistent with state law and to en- 
courage integrity with the public, members of the Board 
of Selectmen may not participate in any manner involv- 
ing a party from which said member has accepted any 
money, gifts, gratuities or any other thing of value in ex- 
cess of $50.00 in the aggregate, during the candidacy or 
tenure of said member of the Board. 

Any and all monies, gifts, gratuities, campaign contribu- 
tions, and other items of value shall be disclosed prior to 
any actions that provide relief to that party by said mem- 
ber of the Board of Selectmen on a form prescribed by 
the Board.”

House 119-30, indefinitely delayed an amendment that would allow employers to pay workers 25 percent less than the minimum wage for his or her first 90 days of employment The delay 
would require the Patrick administration to study and report back to the Legislature on the impact the training wage would have on the state. Amendment supporters said the minimum wage 
hike would discourage employers from hiring inexperienced teens under 18 to train for their first jobs. They said the amendment would give businesses more flexibility to hire those teens. Amend- 
ment opponents said the reduced training wage is simply unfair and would apply to both teens and adults. They argued that unscrupulous employers might just continue hiring teens under 18 for 
90 days, pay them the lower wage and then let them go. (A “Yes' vote is for the study. A “No* vote is against the study.) 

INDEFINITELY DELAY EARNED INCOMETAX CREDIT (H 8988) 

House 117-31, indefinitely delayed an amendment that would increase over four years the earned income tax credit for low-income working families with children living at home from 15 per- 
cent to 25 percent of the federal credit The credit is applied toward the taxpayer’s liability, and if it exceeds the liability, the taxpayer receives the excess credit as a refund. The delay would require 
the ftrtrick administration to study and report back to the Legislature on the impact the amendment would have on the state. Amendment supporters said this increased credit will help thousands 
of low-income working families who are struggling to make ends meet and will result in many of them paying little or no state income tax. Amendment opponents said the increase would cost the 
state more than $ 100 million which it cannot afford. (A “Yes” vote is for the study. A “No” vote is against the study.) 

ALSO UP ON BEACON HILL 

TAX CREDIT FOR HOMEOWNERS ( H 2627) - The House gave initial approval, on a voice vote without debate, to a bill making more homeowners eligible for a tax credit equal to the amount 
by which the taxpayer’s real estate tax payment or the rent constituting real estate tax payment on the person's primary residence exceeds 10 per cent of the taxpayer's total income. 

The home cannot be assessed at more than $600,000 and the maximum credit is $750. In order to qualify, a taxpayers total income cannot $40,000 for an individual and $60,000 for 
a couple. Currently, only taxpayers over 65 are eligible for this tax credit. The bill would repeal the age requirement and make all taxpayers who qualify financially eligible. 

SUICIDE PREVENTION TRAINING (H 443) - The Education Committee approved a bill that would require all public school personnel to receive a minimum of two hours of suicide aware- 
ness and prevention training annually. Supporters say that suicide is the third leading cause of death among youths between 10 and 19 years old They note that there are often warning signs that 
t raining will help teachers pick up. They argue that suicide is often preventable and that this training will save many lives. 

FINANCIAL LITERACY (S 234) - The Education Committee also gave a favorable report to a bill requiring the state to develop and allow cities and towns to institute a program to teach stu- 
dents financial literacy including understanding banking and fin a n c i al services, loans, interest, credit card debt, online commerce, renting or buying a home, saving, investing and planning for re- 
tirement, balancing a checkbook, state and federal taxes and charitable giving.

Hedlund running again

Republican state Sen. Robert 
Hedlund of Weymouth said 
restoring weekend train service 
on the MBTAs Greenbush line 
on atrial basis and increasing lo- 
cal aid to communities are some 
of the reasons why he is seeking 
re-election in November. 

"I support atrial startup of the 
Greenbush on weekends, but if 
the ridership level is not there it 
won’t lead to a permanent 
restoration,” Hedlund said 
March 24. 

Hedlund has been represent- 
ing the Plymouth and Norfolk 
District, which includes Wey- 
mouth, Hingham, Hull, Nor- 
well, Marshfield, Scituate, 
Duxbury and Cohasset, in the 
state Senate since winning the 
seat back in 1994. He was first 
elected to the Legislature in 
1990, but lost his seat in 1992 
! priorto regainingittwo years lat- 
!er. 

!’ In 2012, Hedlund defeated 
Democratic opponent 
Genevieve Davis of Norwefl to 



earn another term. He said he is 
not aware of any challengers, 
and state Division of Elections 
spokesman Brian McMiff said 
Hedlund is the only candidate 
who has requested nomination 
papers. 

"The deadline for filing nom- 
ination papers is April 29,” Mc- 
NHFsaid. 

Hedlund said a permanent 
restoration of the Greenbush 
line on weekends also depends 
on whether there are enough 
funds to operate it 

“The MBTA!s operational 
deficit is $160 million,” he said. 

Hedlund said the number of 
passengers using Greenbush on 
the weekend was pitifully low 
when the trains stopped running 
on Saturday and Sunday. 

“It's a frustrating situation,” he 
said 

Hedlund said the MBTA has 
pitted the cost ofrunning Green- 
bush against the operation of the 
commuter boats, which lost 
their state subsidies. 

“Ihey raised the fares so high 
on the commuter boats so that 
they are not subsidized any- 



more," he said. "They are subsi- 
dizing the Greenbush to $25 
million a year to run it When 
you have a line that needs that 
subsidy it is hard to advocate for 
weekend service when there is 
virtually no riders,” he said. 

Hedlund said the trial run 
he supports for weekend Green- 
bush service would include free 
parking in T lots, which he said 
would be an incentive to en- 
courage riders to board Green- 
bush and discourage passen- 
gers from dogging the streets on 
adjacent streets near commuter 
rail stations. 

“It (parking) is archaic,” he 
said. 

Hedlund added he would 
seek increases in local aid to cities 
and towns if re-elected. 

The state budget has gone up 
$5 billion in the last five years, 
but local aid has been cut by a 
half-billion,” he said. “In gener- 
al, I want to hold government ac- 
countable. Tm outnumbered 
36-4 in the Senate and I’m try- 
ing to hold the majority party ac- 
countable.”

Milanoski was not present 
during Monday’s selectmen 
meeting, but presented the ar- 
ticles to the Advisory Com- 
mittee last week. He said in a 
phone call that both petitions 
were crafted in the name of 
increasing government “trans- 
parency and clarity.” 

The first petition in partic- 
ular deals with public job 
openings. Milanoski said that 
the Advisory board was un- 
clear on the wording and 
“needed more refinement on 
the language” and the defini- 
tion of “patronage.” 

Milanoski said that the pe- 
tition asks voters to consider, 
"Why not provide more trans- 
parency, why not advertise 
all public positions and have 
people fairly compete for 
them?” 

The second petition deals 
with “the issue of accepting

pressed by “the level of aca- 
demics” Cohasset schools 
provide, evident by his in- 
teractions with students.

About Articles 28 and 29 

The following informational summaries describe 
the two citizens’ petitioned articles on the Tbwn Meet- 
ing warrant: 

Article 28: 

"In addition to and consistent with state law, patronage 
is not a tolerated practice in Cohasset. Members of the 
Board of Selectmen, their spouses, or partners are pro- 
hibited from pressuring, influencing or taking any other 
action in an effort to secure non-competitive govern- 
ment contracts to friends or relatives or to hire friends 
or relatives." 

The purpose of this article is to provide additional trans- 
parency and integrity from our elected leaders before 
there is a problem by affirmatively stating that patron- 
age is not a tolerated practice in Cohasset. By amending 
this by-law, Cohasset's Board of Selectmen, would no 
longer be allowed to participate in acts of patronage. All 
public jobs should be advertised, open to the general 
public, and include a transparent selection process ab- 
sent of political influence. 

Article 29: 

“In addition to and consistent with state law and to en- 
courage integrity with the public, members of the Board 
of Selectmen may not participate in any manner involv- 
ing a party from which said member has accepted any 
money, gifts, gratuities or any other thing of value in ex- 
cess of $50.00 in the aggregate, during the candidacy or 
tenure of said member of the Board. 

Any and all monies, gifts, gratuities, campaign contribu- 
tions, and other items of value shall be disclosed prior to 
any actions that provide relief to that party by said mem- 
ber of the Board of Selectmen on a form prescribed by 
the Board." 

By amending this by-law, Selectmen would be required 
to provide additional transparency and publicly disclose 
all items of value they have individually received from an 
applicant while in office prior to taking action on appli- 
cant’s request who will benefit directly from said actions 
of the Selectmen. This bylaw does not prohibit the Se- 
lectmen's ability to vote. It only requires publicly dis- 
closing items of value at their meeting prior to voting. 

The Board of Selectmen may adopt regulations in re- 
sponse to these by-laws. 



things of value” during cam- 
paigns, Milanoski explained, 
saying that currently, “there’s 
no disclosure required when 
giving someone relief.” 
Selectman Steve Gaumer 
said Monday that while he 
agreed “with the spirit” of the 
proposed bylaws, he also took 
issue with the board having

petitions focus solely on the 
selectmen and not other all 
appointed or elected officials, 
feeling it was “discriminatoiy.” 
Selectmen vice-chairman 
Diane Kennedy said the mat- 
ter belonged in an ethics 
statement, not a bylaw, oth- 
erwise “it becomes law that 
needs to become adjudicated 
or enforced.” 

Gifts 

Kennedy also took issue 
with the second petition, ex- 
plaining that while she is a 
town official, she also has 



friends from when she worked 
at the South Shore Art Center 
and wondered where to draw 
the line on gifts. “They got me 
a birthday present,” she 
shared, “and they came here 
looking for a liquor license.” 
Kennedy said that she is 
“happy to disclose” any gifts or 
monies she has received, how- 
ever questioning, “What if 
your neighbor took you to 
Bia [Bistro]?” 

Koed noted, “You could 
have a birthday present from 
someone you’ve known since 
first grade,” who may also be 
a business owner in need of a 
license. 

Once again, Gaumer said 
that he understood “the in- 
tent” behind the petition, but 
felt it is already “covered in a 
variety of existing statutes. 

“Campaign law is deeply 
scrutinized,” Gaumer added.

Campers 
and the adults who love them need to 
understand h»v to talk aboi* it before 
camp, which is one key to prevention. 
Homesickness Prevention Tips: 
KNOW whether your child is 
ready for a separation from home. 
Discuss this topic with your child. 
Realize that your child may be 



ready before you are! If you are 
unsure, get ad vie* fruu >our 
child’s doctor— but not in front of 
your child. 

INVOLVE your child in helping to 
choose the camp. This provides a 



sense of control and minimizes any 
feeling of being sent away. 

LEARN more about the camp and 
what to expect. Attend Open 
Houses or camp gatherings in your 
area. Read and follow every bit of 
information the cam p sends you 
about what to expect and what to 
do to prep for camp. 

MEET counselors and other 
campers if possible. Open Houses 
and camp gatherings arc scheduled 
to familiarize campers and families 
with the people who will be at 
camp and with the camp itself. A 
familiar face can make all the dif- 
ference on the first day of camp. 

TALK about homesickness; don't 
dwell on it. Make sure the camper 
knows that these feelings arc normal.

PRACTICE sleeping away from 
home!

ing a letter or two. 

EXPRESS optimism, not anxiety 
or ambivalence about the up-conung 
camp experience. Children find 
comments like, W 1 hope ybu will be 
okay" and "what will 1 do without 
you?" to be worrisome. 
Preoccupying the child with worries 
about home while away could sab- 
otage the experience. Your optimism 
will be contagious Focus on wfay 
you chose the camp you did and all 
there is to look forward to doing 
and experiencing there. 

HAVE your child mark off each 
day of the camp session on a calen- 
dar.
